Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by section 
21 of the Goa Fruit and Omamental PlantNurseries (Regulation ) 
Act, 1995 (Goa Act 13 of 1997 ), the GovernmentofGoa hereby 
makes the following rules, namely:

2. Definitions. In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires , 


In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section (2) of 
section 1 of the Goa Fruit and Ornamental Plant Nurseries 
(Regulation ) Act, 1995 (Goa Act 13 of 1997 ) (hereinafter called 
as the " said Act " ), the Government of Goa hereby appoints 
the 15th day of February , 1998 as the date on which the said 
Act shall come into force.

3. Forms of application and licence fee therefore. 
Any owner of a fruit or ornamental plant nursery desiring 
to obtain a licence under section 4 of the Act, shall make 
an application in Form A appended to these rules, in respect 
of each such nursery to the competent authority, accompanied 
by a licence fee of Rs. 1000 /-, in respect of each such nursery . 


Whereas the draft of the Goa Fruit and Ornamental Plant 
Nurseries (Regulation ) Rules, 1997, was published as required 
by sub -section (1 ) ofsection 21 of the Goa Fruit and Ornamental 
Plant Nurseries (Regulation ) Act, 1995 (Goa Act 13 of 1997 ) 
at pages 543-546 of the Official Gazette , Series 1, No. 30 dated 
23-10-1997, underNotification No. 3 /2 /Hort/4 /N .Act/97 /D .Agri 
1425 dated 23-10-97, of the Department ofAgriculture, inviting

4. Validity of licence etc.- (1) Subject to the provision 
of sub - section (4) of section 5 of the Act, every licence shall 
remain in force for a period of five years from the date of issue 
and may be renewed by making an application to the competent 
authority in Form C * appended to these rules together with 
a renewal fee of Rs. 1000 / 


9. From of label. The label to be affixed to the nursery 
plant shall be in Form G appended to these rules. 


10. Fee for duplicate licence.- The fee for the issue of 
a duplicate licence under the Act shall be Rs. 100 /- (Rupees 
one hundred ) only . 


(2 ) On receipt of an application in Form C , the competent 
authority shall inspect the nursery or cause the nursery to 
be inspected and on such inspection , or after considering the 
report of the inspection , if any, shall renew the licence for a 
period of five years . 


11. Appeal.-- An appeal under section 12 of the Act, against 
any order of the competent authority shall be made to the appellate 
authority , in Form H appended to these rules, within 90 days 
from the date of the order of the competent authority . 


5. Rates charged to be exhibited. The owner of the fruit 
nursery shall exhibit at a prominent or conspicuous place in 
his nursery , the rates charged by him , for each of the nursery 
plant, sold by him . 


12. Time for entry and inspection of fruit and ornamental 
nursery.— The competent authority or any person authorised 
by it shall exercise the powers conferred by section 14 of the 
Act, between 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. on any day .
